TEACHING WOMEN HOW TO COOK, 


Practical Lessons Given by an Experienced 
Instructress from Boston. 

The ladies of the Kitchen-Garden Associa- 
tion have instituted a cooking class to be 
held every Thursday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock 
in the kitchen of the New England Church. 
The first lesson was given yesterday after- 
noon under the direction of Mrs. Riley, late- 
ly from Boston, who has charge of the .cook- 
ing classes at the Kitchen-Garden headquar- 
ters at No. 200 Chicago avenue. As the 
rooms there are not large it was decided to 
hold the Thursday afternoon class in the 


New England Church. The attendance for 
the first day was not „only half a dozen 
being present. They did not participate in 
the preparations, but merely watched and 

aa on — „ The lesson * 
; the com cream celery soup, smoth- 

ered oysters on toasted cracker, 21 cro- 
2 and prune pudding. The recipe given 

or the cream celery soup was: 

One bunch of celery, one pint of water, one 
pint of milk, one tablespoon chopped lemon 
peeling, one tablespoonfül butter, one table- 

1 flour, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one- 
half saltspoonful of pepper. 

It is true the assistant forgot to put on the 
celery to boil till after the onion was in the 
milk, but otherwise it went well. The celery 
was chopped into fine pieces, cooked twenty 
minutes in the water, the onions cooked in 
„the milk, the whole commingled, and season- 


“ihe smothered oysters were prepared in 
the usual way. A dozen round crackers were 
opened, buttered, and placed in the oven to 
toast. One tablespoonful of butter, one-half 
saltspoon white pepper, one saltspoon of salt, 
and one pint of oysters were ully smoth- 
ered in a cov dish. By way of prepara- 
tion the oysters were washed one by one, to 
danger of sbells, and drained till 
perfectly dry. 

The croquets required an elaborate prepara- 
tion. First, a very stiff cream sauce was 
made. A tablespoonful of butter was melted 
in a pan, a heaping tablespoonfulof corn- 
starch mixed into it, and ahalf pint of milk 
cautiously stirred into it from time to time. 
The salmon used was canned fish, and. a pint 
of this was put into the cream sauce. After 
this had cooled it was manipulated carefully 
until made into a dozen narrow cylinders. 
Bread crumbs were used instead of cracker 
crumbs. Mrs. Riley suggested that all scraps 
of bread should be keptin the drying oven 
and now and then pulverized and put away 
ready for use. By adding a little cold water 
to the egg one egg was made to serve in roll- 
ing ~~ > croguets.

Wasuineoron, D. C., Dec. 9.—The House to- 
day resumed consideration of the Electoral 
Count bill. After brief remarks by Messrs. 
Baker of New York and Herbert of Alabama 
the House proceeded to vote upon the House 
amendments to the Senate bill. They were 
agreed to, but the amendments offered by the

jected. On motion of Mr. Oates of Alabama 


an amendment was adopted—yeas 141, nays 
109—striking out the clause directing the 
President of the Senate, upon the declaration 
of the vote,to announce the namesof the 
persons elected. The bill then passed as 
amended without division. 

The bill as passed by the House directs that the 
Electors of each State shall meet and give their 
votes the second Monday in January following 
their appointment. 

Sec. 2 provides that if any State shall have 
rovided by laws enacted prior to the day fixed 
or the appointment of Electors for its final de- 
termination of any controversy concerning the 
appointment of all or any of the Electors of such 
State by judicial or other methods of pro- 
cedures, and such determination shall have been 
made at least six days before the time fixed for 
the meeting of the Electors, such determination 
shall be conclusive, and shall govern in the 
counting of the Electoral votes so far as the as- 
certainment of the Electors appointed by such 
State is concerned.

The first plan propo by the 
Secretary of the - Treasury was to use the sur- 
plus in wiping out the greenback circula- 
tion.

He would abolish at once an 
industry in which more than a million farm- 
ers were en But, when he was shown 
achance of reducin revenue nearly 
fifteen millions by abolishing the duty on 
sugar, he would not be in favor of that. Was 
there any local, or sectional, or party reason 
for that! Was the Senator in favor of the 
repeal of the duty on sugar? He (Sherman) 
had not heard him give an answer to that 

uestion. There was an opportunity for re- 
ducing the revenue $50,000,000 a year. But 
that was not what the Democrats wanted. 
He and the Senator from Kentucky could sit 
down together and in fiye minutes pose a 
plan for reducing the revenue. He (Sherman) 
would be in favor of voting a bounty on sugar 
—asin Germany and France—although he 
knew that there was a prejudice in this coun- 
try against such bounties, and nobody was 
bold enough to propose such a thing. But the 
object of the Democratic party was not to re- 
duce taxes, but to tamper with the great in- 
dustrial system of the country.

THE CHADEK MURDER TRIAL. 
The Accused Testifies in Her Own Behalf— 


Rescue of a Man Buried in a Well. 
MILWaUKzr, Wis., Dec. 9.—[Special.]—In 


the Chadek murder trial today the taking of 


evidence for the defense was begun. An 
effort was made to impeach Mrs. Lavine, who 
testified for the State. The great feature of 
the day’s proceedings was the testimony of 
Mrs. Chadek, the defendant. She met her 
husband at Kewaunee in 1871. Six children 
have been born to them, the oldest being 14 
and the youngest 6 months old. She had not 
lived with her husband continuously. The 
last reconciliation occurred nearly a year de- 
fore his death. He had upon several occasions 
threatened to kill himself. She had trouble 
with her husband the Sunday previous to his 
death, and he choked her until blood ran 
from her mouth. She admitted having 
pointed a revolver at him, in their store, 
when he good-naturedly bared his bosom 
and told her to shoot, which she 
did not do. Twice he had _ threat- 
ened suicide because of her inability to 
procure money from her father. He had also 
threatened to kill her several times, and upon 
one occasion, five years ago, did fire a stol 
at her, when she fled to the residence of her 
father. The day of the shooting the hus- 
band and wife had trouble. Later she visit- 
ed the house of Mrs. Lavine, and while there 
was informed by her two little girls that 
Chadek was coming to shoot her. She fled 
from the house, but was pursued and caught 
by her husband. They had a scuffle, during 
which he fired a pistol, the ball wounding 
her in the shoulder. She succeeded in free- 
ing herself, and was six or seven feet away 
from him when he fired the fatal shot into 
his own brain. She denied having had a pis- 
tol in her possession. 

There has just been presented to the Mil- 
wankee city authorities, accompanied by a 
demand for payment, a bond issued by the 
city in 1856 fn aid of the old Beloit & Milwau- 
kee Railroad. -The bond has been past due 
for over ten years, and at the time of be- 
coming due was lost.

CATTLE DISEASE IN TEXAS. 


Pleuro-Paeumonia Among Blooded Stock 
at Dallas—The Michigan Quarantine. 
Dauiias, Tex, Dec. 9.—[{Special.}—Consid- 
erable excitement has been created here 
among cattlemen by the discovery of three 
well-defined cases of pleuro-pneumonia in a 
herd of Jersey cattle brought to this city Nov. 
23 by State Senator J. N. Huston and J. R. 
Curry of Connersville, Ind. These parties 
exhibited a certificate from an accredited 
veterinary surgeon to the effect that the 
cattle when shi were in a healthy condi- 
tion, and that they had not been in contact 
with infected cattle. Payment was 
not to be made in case the cattle had pleuro- 
eumonia. Col. W. J. Betterton of this city 
ught six cows, which he placed with some 
e ed cattle on his pasture near this city. 
. of those cows died and a third 
had to killed. An autopsy revealed 
probable cases of pleuro-pneumonia and the 
authorities were notified.

with Dr. McGlynn and Henry George. He 
read one or more of the letters to the latter 
and all of them to the former.

FAILURE OF FIELD. THAYER & CO., A 
BOSTON SHOE HOUSE. 


The Liabilities Estimated at $600,000—The | 
and renewed interest.

Trade Surprised by the Collapse of What 


Was Supposed to Be a Very Strong House 


—Meeting of the Creditors of Shepard & 
Co., Iron Dealers—Assignment of a Mu- 
liner—The Keck Insotvency. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. %&—([Special.|—At a 
late hour today announcement was made that 
the firm of Field, Thayer & Co., wholesale 
dealers in boots and shoes in Congress street, 
had failed, and that an assignment had been 
made to J. O. Henry of the firm of Henry & 
Daniels, No. 148 Summer street. The firm of 
Field, Thayer & Co. is one of the largest in 
the boot and shoe trade, and has carried on 
business in this city for more than 
forty years. The liabilities will amount 
to fully $600,000. The failure is 
said to have deen brought about 
by the feeling of extreme caution ‘created 
among the bankers and brokers of the city 
by the failure of A. P. Martin & Co. a few 
days ago. Field, Thayer & Co. had an un- 
usually large amount of paper afloat, much of 
which has the indorsement of business-men 
of this city, and a great deal more of which 
the firm was responsible for. Within a few 
days the banks have refused to take 
its paper, and consequently the firm 
was obliged to suspend payment. It 
is not quite definitly known how much 
of this paper is outstanding, nor who 
are the principal holders. It is said, how- 
ever, that there is not a commercial bank in 
the city which is not interested in sums from 
$5,000 and upwards. The Shoe & Leather 
Bank is known to be the holder of $20,000 
worth of the firm’s paper, The firm of 
Field, Thayer & Co. has stood very high 
among the business-men of this city, and the 
announcement of the failure created a genu- 
ine surprise in the community wherein it has 
so long and so successfully carried on busi- 
ness. At the time of the great Boston fire 


this firm, like many others, suffered a severe 


loss, so much, in fact, that on the straighten- 
ing out of the firm’s affairs it was found that 
it was in debt to the extent of $800,000. Noth- 
ing daunted, the business was continued. In 
time, by the most judiciousc business man 
ment, the firm succeeded in extricating it- 
self, and every dollar of that sum was paid 
to those to whom it was due. 

All the property of the firm has been placed 
in the hands of the assignee for the benefit of 
the creditors. On account of the large amount 
of stock on hand it will be some time before 
it can be appraised, so that at the present 
time no estimate of its value can be iven. 
Certain it is, however, that à very divi- 
dend will be paid. ; 

The firm has two factories, one in Medway, 
the other in Haverhill, the latter having just 
been completed. The fact that in the erec- 
tion of this factory the firm paid cash for all 
materials made the failure a still greater sur- 
prise to friends.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR CLUVERIUS. 


A Letter Received from a Crank Whe Con- 
fesses to the Murder. 

Ricumonp, Va., Dec. 9.—C. H. H. During, 
the policeman who was arrested last night on 
the charge of bringing Herman Joel, the 
watchmaker, witness in the Cluverius case, 
was before the police court today, but the éx- 
amination was postponed till the 18th inst. 
When considering the petitions for executive 
clemency in the case of Cluverius the Gov- 
ernor sent for Joel and questioned him in 
regard to the watch-key. At the request of 


the Governor: Joel described the interior 
of the watch-key which he had repaired for 
Cluverius and afterwards opened it in the 


| presence of the Governor. His description 


tallied exactly with the interior of the watch- 
key. At the trial the Commonwealth asked 


that the key be opened by Joel, but counsel 
for the defense objected. This was perhaps 
the strongest point in the evidence against 
the prisoner, and, now since it has come to 
| light that the interior of the watch-key was 


found to be as described by Joel, the evi- 
dence of the prisoner’s guilt is even more 
conclusive.

JAY GOULD AND JUDGE d 

Jay Gould’s impudent assault on Judge 
Gresham shows that the Wall street manipu- 
lator feels the judicial halter draw much as 
he did when he was compelled to disgorge 
some $6,000,000 of the Erie wreckage. Gould’s 
assertion that the Judge has that terrible 
disease, the Presidential fever“ will not in- 
jure Gresham nor zend to impajr public con- 
fidence in him as a Judge on the bench or in 
any other capacity. An honest, fearless, up 
right Judge could hardly desire a higher 
tribute than to be denounced by Jay Gould. 
As for Judge Gresham's decision in the 
Wabash case, it speaks for itself. Judge 
Gresham’s fearless action is all the more con- 
spicuous since another United States Judge 
of a lower court had complacently 
issued the order under which Gould and 
his co-conspirators proceeded to“ freeze out“ 
the Wabash bondholders who refused to as- 
sent to the nefarious funding scheme. The 
non-assenting bondholders hell under the 
same mortgage, and, although in a minority, 
were in every respect entitled to the same 
rights as those who assented, and to receive 
on equal terms payment of their coupons. 
Judge Gresham refused to permit the order 
of another Judge to be held over the heads 
of the minority of the stockholders as a 
menace and a means of coercion. His de- 
cision in effect was that while a cutthroat 
ring might obtain control of the majority of 
the stock or bonds of a particular issue, still 
honest men who had invested their money in 
good faith had some rights to be recognized 
in a court of justice, and they would there- 
fore receive protection from the wreckers. 

Judge Gresham also animadverted properly 
on the singular relations between the Wa- 
bash and the Elisworth Coal Company—a 
concern owned by Humphreys, Gould, Sage, 
Dillon, Hopkins, and Ridgeley. The capital 
of the coal company was only $675,000, and 
yet in 1885 it sold to the railroad coal to the 
amount of $190,000. In the course of two 
| years the coal company received from the 
Wabash $80,000 in rebates on coal shipped. 
The evidence showed clearly that the coal 
company charged the Wabash exorbitant 
rates for coal and yet shipped its product 
over that road, paying only nominal freight 
charges. In reviewing the evidence proving 
these and other rascalities Judge Gresham 
denounced righteously the fraud uncovered 
in his court. For this he is attacked by Jay 
Gould and his motives impugned. Whether 
Judge Gresham is a Presidential candidate 
or not, the people can only regret that there 
are not more Judges on the bench equally 
courageous in arresting knavery and de- 
nouncing it with righteous indignation— 
even at the risk of their desiring higher 
office. 


THE ADMINISTRATION BRACING UP. 

It will be observed both with surprise and 
gratification that the President and the Sec- 
retary of State have at last assumed a bold 
front in dealing with the fishery question, 
and that they make a joint appeal to Con- 
gress to authorize a commission to take 
proofs of the losses incurred by our fisher- 
men, with a view to their presentation to the 
English Government for settlement. In con- 
trast with the mild tone they have hereto- 
fore observed and the discouraging replies 
they have made to the protests of our fisher- 
men, their present position is very gratify- 
ing and indicates that they are coming 
round to the American view of the situation. 

The Canadian side of the controversy has 
already been printed in these columns in th 
form of a statement made by the Canadian 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries. It 
amounts substantially to a declaration that 
since the expiration of the Washington treaty 
the Canadian Government has enforced the 
treaty of 1818 “ with all possible courtesy 
“and consideration consistent with firm- 
ness,“ and that while it was desirous of 
coming to an amicable arrangement with our 
own Government, still it did not propose “to 
“abate one single jota of the rights of Cana- 
“da as secured by the solemn treaty between 
“the United States and Great Britain.” Mr. 
Bayard’s letter to the British Minister con- 
cerning the seizures of the schooners Storey 
and Adams,, however, punctures this state- 
ment of the Canadian Minister, and proves 
that the American contention is by 
far the best anil strongest. He shows 
very clearly that the reasons which formerly 
existed for refusing to permit our fishermen 
to catch or procyre bait within the three-mile 
limit no longer exist, because the use of bait 
for inshore fishing has passed into disuse. 
More than this, there are no longer any in- 
ducements for them to cure and dry fish on 
the interdicted coasts of the Canadian prov- 
inces. Meanwhile deep-sea fishing, it is con- 
ceded on both sides, was not under considera- 
tion by the negotiators of the treaty of 1818. 
Hence the real point at issue is whether 
Canada shall be allowed to exclude American 
vessels, having the proper permits, from 
touching and trading at Canadian ports and 
engaging in deep-sea fishing, and from ex- 
“ercising freely the same customary and 
reasonable rights and privileges of trade in 
“the ports of Bri colonies as are freely 
“ allowed to British vessels in all ports of the 
“United States,“ as well as whether she 
shall be allowed 8 destroy the privileges 
“ expressly i to American fishing ves- 
“ sels to visit inshore waters for the objects 
“of shelter, repair of damages, and purchase 
“of wood and obta water.”

commercial privileges from Canadian vessels 
in our own ports, it still remains that the 
Canadian authorities have taken a position 
which is not warranted by the stipulations of 
the treaty, and that they have not interpreted 
it in a friendly spirit towards this country. 
They have cut off commercial intercourse on 
the most trivial pretexts. They have violated 
international hospitality. They have carried 
their outrages in one or two instances beyond 
the limits of common humanity. They have 
stretched the antiquated, absurd treaty of 
1818, which, as Mr. Blaine has shown, should 
never have been made, to cover every kind 
of outrage; and have interpreted it in 
their own favor, illegally, harshly, and some- 
times brutally. It is gratifying at least to 
know that the President and Secretary of 
State have plucked up courage enough to talk 
back a little and thus remove from the minds 
of the Canadian authorities the impression 
they had created by their meek silence that 
anew commission and treaty could be se- 
cured by bulidozing us. It is as yet a mystery 
what has inspired this courage; but if the 
truth were known it would probably be found 
that the Secretary of the Navy has been whis- 
pering into their ears glowing stories of the 
ability of Zalenski's dynamite gun to smash 
any English vessel to flinders three miles 
away, and of the diving torpedo-boat, the 
Peacemaker, to send her Majesty’s cruisers 
to kingdom-come as rapidly as this murder- 
ous loon can get under their keels. As these 
divers and dynamiters approach perfection 
we shall probably witness an increase of sau- 
ciness on the part of the Administration, and, 
unless Congress is fat-headed enough to con- 
tinue refusing anything in the way of defense, 
we may yet be able to resent the indignity of 
being kicked by Kanucks. 


AN ARROGANT MEXICAN DEMAND. 

The Mexican claim of jurisdiction over of- 
fenses committed in the United States cannot 
be tolerated by this country. Some European 
Powers have recognized a limited extra-terri- 
torial authority as belonging to neighboring 
nations, but the United States has always 
claimed and exercised the exclusive right to 
punish offenses committed on its soil. Yet 
the present Government of Mexico, encour- 
aged by its easy triumph over the blundering 
Bayard in the Cutting case, is disposed to de- 
mand an abandonment of the settled Amer- 
ican doctrine and a recognition of the bad 
European rule by the United States. Even if 
Mexico had all Europe behind her she could 
not compel any such action on the part of this 
country. Itis sheer folly for Mexico to talk 
of anything of the sort, and ‘her officials 
would do well to forego the temptation to 
play with edged tools, and endeavor to put 
themselves on amicable terms with the good- 
natured but very determined neighbor on the 
north. , 

So far as the miserable Cutting was con- 
cerned the authorities of Chihuahua were 
clearly mght in punishing him for an offense 
perpetrated on Mexican soil, and their only 
mistake was in dragging in the extra-terri- 
torial statute, which had nothing. to do with 
the matter. Cutting was an absentee Ameri- 
can blackguard who published a disreputable 
sheet in the Mexican Town of Paso del Norte, 
and it was there he committed his offense. 
Having violated the conditions under which 
he obtained a release from the Chihuahua 
court the original charge was revived, and 
the authorities at Paso del Norte were justi- 
fied in proceeding against him for an offense 
perpetrated on Mexican soil. The case 
against Cutting was complete without taking 
into viewthe fact that he crossed the Rio 
Grande and republished the libel in Texas. 
It was shown that Cutting took the second 
libelous publication with him back into Mexi- 
co, and there personally circulated and “ ut- 
tered it, thereby making himself fully re- 
sponsible to Mexican law. While Mexico 
may be in the right in regard to the 
punishment of Cutting, the Mexican claim of 
validity for an extra-territorial statute can- 
net be accepted. Doubtless the Mexican 
officials are quite elated with their success in 
exposing Bayard’s fatuous blunders in the 
Cutting case, but they should not be tempted 
into making arrogant, unwarrantable de- 
mands. 

So far as respects the United States the 
Mexican statute asserting extra-territorial 
jurisdiction is invalid and will receive no 
recognition whatever. Citizens living in the 
United States are and will continue to be 
responsible solely to the State and Federal 
Governments for all acts performed on Amer- 
ican soil. If they see fit to go into foreign 
countries and violate the laws they can take 
the consequences. Mexico may fearlesly 
assert jurisdiction in all cases like that of 
Cutting; but she should be warned in time 
never to attempt the punishment of an Amer- 
ican citizen for an offense committed within 
the jurisdiction of the United States. 


THE FOOD SUPPLY OF BRITAIN. 

In his letter to Dornbusch of the 224 ult. 
the well-kpown agricultural writer, H. Kains 
Jackson, makes some startling statements 
with reference to the wheat supply of the 
United Kingdom. He says that the first 
three months of the year have only brought 
from domestic farmers and foreign sellers at 
the rate of 120,000,000 bushels per year, while 
the country wants 150,000,000. He estimates 
that at Christmas the stores of wheat in the 
hands of merchants and farmers will be over 
24,000,000 bushels less than in any other year 
of this decade. Consequently buyers are at 
the mercy of sellers in a greater degree 
than usual The chief sellers are the 
holders of the American visible sup- 
ply and the cosmopolitan contractors who 
deal in Indian wheat. But of those two 
sources of supply only the former can be 
reckoned on as ready enough to meet any 
emergency of demand. Neither the Indian 
seller nor the Russian nor Australian could 
compete for sale and immediate delivery. 
California and India are the two great con- 
tributors to the 15,000,000 bushels of bread- 
stuffs under contract to arrive during the 
next four months, and the reported sales of 
American to arrive in December and Janu- 
ary are insignificant. Mr. Jackson expresses 
the fear that the required surplus for food 
during the winter can only be obtained at 
the expense of reducing reserves in the 
spring to an extent that might awaken disas- 
trous speculation. 

In another issue of the same paper we find 
the statement that the wheat area of the 
United Kingdom last year (2,236,000 acres) 
was 7.5 per cent less than that of 1885. The 
cause for this decadence is even more signifi- 
cant than the fact itself. It is that wheat- 
growing does not pay the British farmer. He 
cannot afford to manure the land and pay the 
rent and taxes imposed upon him for the 
price at which he has recently had to sell his 
crop. It can scarcely be doubted that wheat 
will become less and less an article on which 
the farmer of the United Kingdom depends to 
enable him to pay his way. The average price 
was down to 29 shillings and 8 pence in the 
middie of October. It is now about 20 
N more than that, but the improvement 

not great enough to tempt an t 
ot wheat culture, and the — — 
next crop is scarcely equal to the yield of the 
current year. It seems probable that nothing 
but the fact of the large visible supply in this 
country has prevented a much greater ad- 
vance in prices on the other side of the 
Atlantic. The people there look across the 
ocean at our 60,000,000 of bushels in store 
houses, and regard it as the “outward and 


that are only waiting for a demand to draw 
them out. It is this, more than any thing 
else, that enables the British buyer to retain 
his composure. 

In this connection we may refer to the 
news of yesterday in reference to the wheat 
crop of the Pacific slope. It issaid by promi- 
nent men in the trade to have been vastly 
overestimated, one of them claiming that the 
exportable surplus of the year is not more 
than half of what it was alleged tobe. The 
quantity available for export from the last 
harvest is now believed to be little more than 
25,000,000 bushels. Whata change from the 
apparent position of a few weeks ago! Then 
wheat was believed to be so abundant all 
over the world as tobe “adrug.” The man 
who was loaded down with wheat found none 
poor enough to do him reverence. Now the 
article is discovered to be actually worth 
something, and the wise men are asking if 


there is a sufficient quantity to last till next 


harvest time. 


PRENDERGAST’S APPOINTMENTS. 

Judge Prendergast has been punishing his 
political enemies and rewarding his political 
helpers. At the meeting of the Ejection Com- 
missioners Wednesday all the old clerks and 
Sub-Commissioners, with the exception of the 
recently-appointed Secretary Maloney and 
Sub-Commissioners Parker and Herty, were 


dropped or removed and an entirely new 
batch appointed. Among the appointees is 


William Gleason of the Committee of Twenty- 
one, a somewhat notorious Socialistic blath- 
erskite, who came from England a few years 
ago and who has since figured as a “ walking 
delegate,”’ professional agitator, and more re- 
cently as a witness for the Anarchists. An- 
other appointee is Henry Linnemeyer, a con- 
nection of the Spies family and a member of 
one of the groups. Linnemeyer’s father 
figured as a witness for Spies at the Anarch- 
ists’ trial. He was the person who tried to 
make the jury believe that there was no 
dynamite stored in the Arbeiter-Zeitung office 
until it was put there by detectives! 
Flanley, who is appointed Sub-Commissioner 
for Lake, is the saloonkeeper whom Comumis- 
sioners Corkery and Raymond refused to ap- 
point to that position last year. The almost 
clean sweep made by Prendergast and the 
character and antecedents of the new men 
indicate pretty plainly that he is going to 
take an active partin spring politics, either 
for himself or some friend—probably for him- 
self. : 

It was the apprehension, now realized, that 
Prendergast would utilize his court for polit- 
ical purposes that led to the suggestion by the 
Bvening Journal and several other papers that 
the power of appointing Election Commission- 
ers should be taken out of the hands of the 
County Judge and conferred on the Governor. 
Many who then deprecated the suggestion will 
no doubt conclude from Prendergast’s action 
Wednesday that to prevent the nullification 
of the law he must be stripped of the ap- 
pointing power. 
referred to are scandalous, to say the least, 
and show the man’s idea of judicial dignity, 
propriety, and purity. 


INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 

While Secretary Manning opposes any 
steps on the part of the United States looking 
to an immediate international monetary con- 
ference, the official correspondence cited in 
his report furnishes good ground for the be- 
lief that the place of silver in the world's cur- 
rency may soon be arranged by international 
agreement. Mr. Manning-cites a letter of the 
India office expressing Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s desire to most earnestly press 
upon the Lords the importance of making 
every endeavor that is possible to bring 
about by international agreement some set- 
tlement of the question how the free coinage 
of silver may be revived.” This official 
declaration, together with the appoint- 
ment of a Gold and Silver Commission 
on the petition of 2483 members of 
the House of Commons—a commission 
whose principal members are known to be 
pronounced bimetallists—shows the change 
rapidly coming over British opinion. It is 
beginning to be understood in England that 
the stability of gold is largely owing to its 
monetization in all civilized countries, and 
that it has as money a distinct value over 
and above its worth as merchandise. If 
gold were discredited as silver is it would 
change places with the latter in the bullion 
markets and be quoted at 75 or 80 cents on 
the dollar. If Great Britain and Germany 
will join the United States, France, and Italy 
in fixing an international ratio there will be 
no further obstacle to the free coinage of 
silver. England, heretofore rooted in con- 
servatism and clinging to exploded monetary 
doctrines, has begun to move, and the condi- 
tion of her trade with India is such as to 
compel her to study bimetallism with eager 
and increasing interest. The prospects for 
an international solution of the silver 
problem are better now than at any time in 
the last ten years. 


BRAZEN FalsEHOops. 

A verbatim report of the speech made by 
Dr. Aveling, the English Socialist, at Aurora 
Turner-Hall in this city some weeks ago is 
published in a local semi-Socialistic print. 
There is one passage of this oration which is 
worth some notice on account of its absolute 
and comprehensive falsity. Aveling said: 


Lam told that I have only read short reports 
[of the Anarchists’ trial]. Let me tell you that 
I have read every line of a verbatim report of 
everything that occurred at that trial. I sat 
down to read that verbatim report perfectly un- 
biased one way or the other. rose up from the 
reading of it certain that justice had not been 
done. lread a report, not the garbled reports 
that your newspapers in the English language 
published, not those reports that suppressed 
everything that told for the defendants and print- 
ed 1 that told against them; but oe 
in the German language, in the New York Volks- 
Zeitung, a verbatim and literal report, and there- 
fore I claim that I have some right to speak on 
the matter of that trial. ‘ 


Now there is nota word of truth in the 
above passage except perhaps in the first 
sentence. In the first place, he could not 
have read a full report in the Volks-Zeitung,- 
because that journal did not publish a full re- 
port. It had no reporter at the trial; The 
counsel for the defense could not possibly 
have supplied it with a full report, because 
at the time Aveling left New York Capt. 
Black and his associates had not their report 
ready for presentation to the Supreme Court. 
The report which Aveling read in the Folke 
Zeitung was in fact the same as that published 
in the Arbeiter-Zeitung of this city, which was 
certainly garbled by the last-mentioned print, 
which had only one reporter, Herr Belz, at 
the trial, and he understands English very 
imperfectly and is not a shorthand writer. 
So much for Aveling’s lie No. 1. Aveling 
says he came to this country unbiased as far 
as the Socialists and their leaders, Most, 
Spies & Co., were concerned. Conrad Burk- 
hauser, the proprietor of the Palace Hotel at 
Cincinnati and a leading Socialist of that city, 
in the course of an interview the other day 
about the Avelings, said:

This little interview may show how un- 
biased Aveling was in regard to the Social- 
ists.

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Mr. Ingham and Mr. Grinnell for the prose- 
cution. But, even if the papers did as Avel- 
ling says, how could that have affected the 
trial! The jurors, who were judges of the 
law and the facts and heard all that was gaid 
in court, did not have a chance to read the 
newspapers. All the evidence was presented 
to them at first hand. Every point was be- 
fore them, and notwithstanding the eloquent 
pleas of the defendants’ counsel the jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty.

Lorp SaLispvry’s speech at the London 
Conservative Club Wednesday night seems 
to have been intended as a repudiation of 
Lord Randolph Churchill’s recent utterances 
with regard to the London corporations. 
Salisbury repudiates the idea of municipal 
reform, and says: 


In other words, Salisbury thinks every- 
thing is all right “in the city.” Now listen 
to Churchill. He said to a deputation of 
“the turtle-fed boors” of the British me- 
tropolis, who waited on him recently to argue 
in opposition to his proposed repeal of the 
coal and wine dues: 

I trust that, although I have ventured to differ 
from you, I have net spoken without moderation 
and fairness; but I also think it my duty frankly 
to state to you without concealment that my 
own personal opinion, whatever it is worth, at 
the present moment is this: that so faras my 
present information goes, public policy, financial 
wisdom, and—last, but by no means least—par- 
Hamentary opinion will be found opposed to a 
renewal of these duties for a further term of 
years. 

The coal dues, it appears, amount to 27 
cents per ton on coal worth $1.50 in London. 
Salisbury evidently proposes to continue this, 
though Churchill denounces it as iniquitous 
and unjust. The London Standard,, the lead- 
ing Tory organ, called on Salisbury to rebuke 
Churchill for those utterances, and caustical- 
ly criticised the young statesman in the fol- 
lowing fashion: 

These sneers at the propertied classes and at 
the great corporation of City of London might 
come very well from politicians who live by set-

demagogs. 

It is significant that the same day that 
Salisbury, acting on the advice of the Stand- 
ard, repudiated Churchill Mr. Gladstone pub- 
lished a letter emphatically sustaining the 
views of the young Tory-Democrat leader.

The 
necessaries of life, as measured by the standard

For this tariff plank of their platform they 
cast 24,802 votes. They not only voted to re- 
duce the duties on all imports except luxuries, 
but to place them on the fre list. We think 
their platform is too radical for their own and 
the public’s good, but it shows that they do 
not regard enormous duties on imports as 
levied in the interest of the working classes, 
and that they do not hesitate to urge Con- 
gress to cut them off. These 2,000 voting 
workmen of Cook County have no apprehen- 
sion that reducing the wholly unnecessary 
surplus by cutting down the War tariff would 
be fatal to the interest of the country, or that 
it would depress the price of labor or injure 
them in any way. So far, then, as the work- 
ingmen are concerned,the Journal need not 
borrow trouble on their account if Congress 
this winter should reduce the tariff to match 
with the revenue needs of the country. 


Tue Buenos Ayres Standard of Oct. 18 says: 
“The wool season is now beginning and a 
few lots of new wool have come to the mar- 
kets, but it is not probable we shall have any 
very large arrivals before the end of the 
month. Immigration is on the increase, and 
the returns for the last month are much in 
excess of those for the same month last year. 
We think we may safely mark the immigrant 
arrivals for the year at 120,000, which, when 
compared with those of the United States, a 
Nation of over 50,000,000 of inhabitants, and 
the Plate with only 38,000,000, shows that;

It is prob- 
able that next year the arrivals will be much

The plan 
comprises a long line of breastworks parallel 
with the shore, inclosing a large harbor with 
numerous docks and slips, all connected by 
rail with the interior, so that vessels can be 
loaded and unloaded directly from and to the 
steam cars. All this is in preparation fora 
very large foreign commerce, in which the 
productions of the country will take an im- 
portant place,

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


: 
EAST-BOUND FREIGHT RATES BEING 
CUT JUST AT PRESENT. 


Every Line in the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion Running East Engaged in the De- 
lightful Occupati Co of the 
St. Louis Roads—The Proposed Advance 
in Rates—No Northwestern Passenger 
Pool—End of the Southern Kansas War 
Reached at Last. 

Evidence is accumulating that not only the 
roads running east from Peoria but also the 
roads running east from all other Central 
Traffic Association lines are cutting east- 
bound freight rates. The Peoria roads, it is 
understood, are cutting grain rates five cents 
per 100 pounds, and a two and one-half cent 
cut is being made from the various Western 
junction points. The St. Louis roads are said 
to be cutting flour rates about five cents per 
100 pounds. They do this to offset the low 
rates on fiour from Minneapolis to Chicago, 
claiming that the St. Louis millers cannot 
possibly compete against the Minneapolis 
millers unless a concession in rates is made 
to the former. It is understood that Commis- 
sioner Blanchard has recommended that a 
special concession in rates be made to St. 
Louis to offset the low rates from Minneapo- 
lis to Chicago. The matter has caused a storm 
of indignation, as no good reason 
exists why the Central Traffic As- 
sociation should equalize, rates for 
lines beyond their territory. Such discrimi- 
nation, it is claimed, would tend to complete- 
ly demoralize east-bound rates. The matter 
will come up for discussion at the general 
meeting of the Central Traffic Association in 
this city next week, and the indications are 
that there will be quite a row over the mat- 
ter. The question of advancing east-bound 
freight-rates to a 30-cent basis will also come 
up again before that meeting. As it is found 
impossible to — the present Bent 
rate, there is but Attle prospect that the prop- 
osition to advance the rates will go through, 
although it is claimed that the Eastern trunk 
lines have to the advance. At the 
last meeting of the association when an ad- 
vance was recommended three roads voted 
outright against the proposition. These were 
the Peoria, Decatur vansville, the Evans- 
ville & Terre Haute, and the Toledo, Peoria 
& Western. Six roads were not represented 
at the meeting; of these four voted after- 
wards for the proposition and two against it. 
This makes five votes against the proposition. 
The rule has always prevailed that in order 
to advance the rates the vote must be unani- 
mous. Yet owing to the fact that the object- 
ing roads were small lines they were 
ignored and the recommendation to advance 

o rates was made, it being the opinion that 

enforcing the celebrated “boycott”

those roads they could be compelled to sub- 
mit. But since then the Illinois Midland has 
entirely withdrawn from the pool and other 
roads which voted for the advance at the last 
meeting are said to have changed their 
minds, finding that under existing conditions 
of affairs it would not do to employ coercive 
measures against roads that are in the hands 
of the courts. Consequently the vote agal nst 
the proposition at the next meeting of the 
association will be considerably larger than 
at the last meeting. 

For some inexplicable reason the repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago & Alton, Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific, Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy, and Wabash, which roads are in- 
terested in the eastbound business as well as 
that west from this city, voted in favor of 
the advance in rates. As the managers of 
those roads have lately made concessions in 
rates to sah raed? ge to enable them to 
market their stuff, it is hard to see how they 
could vote in favor of a proposition that would 
enable the Eastern lines to rob the farmers 
in the West of the concessions they made to 
them and at the same time prevent the busi- 
ness from being shipped East via Chicago. 
These roads must know well that it will do 
the farmers no good to 7 stuff to Chi- 
cago when the rates from here arp so high as 
to prevent the business from being shipped 
further east. The opinion prevails that the 
representatives of these Chicago roads acted 
without the consent of the General Man- 
agers of their roads, and that at the next 
meeting of the Central Traffic Association 
they will vote differently. But even if all 
the association roads were unanimously in 
favor of an advance in rates it would not be 
— to enforce it with the Chicago & At- 

antic, Illinois Midland, and Chesapeake & 
Ohio out of the pool. It would simply enable 
these s to secure the bulk of the 
traffic at better paving rates. The Chesapeake 
& Ohio has become cularly active in its 
competition against the trunk lines, and it 
emphatically refuses to enter into any ar- 
rangement as regardsthe maintenance of 
grain rates with them. It has established a 
regular line of steamers between Newport 
News and Liverpool, and it has to supply 
those steamers wi freight, no matter at 
what rates ithasto secure it. The Missis- 
sippi River barge lines have also become ver 

ve in their competition on through busi- 
ness, and are taking large amounts of in 
to New Orieans, for which they are making 
extraordinarily low rates. All this outside 
competition has to be taken into considera- 
tion by the Eastern pool lines or they will 
find themselves without traffic during this 
winter. 


No Pool Yet. 

The meeting of the General Managers and 
General Passenger Agents of the roads in- 
terested in the formation of a Northwest- 
ern passenger pool were again in session yes- 
terday, but did not succeed in coming to an 
agreement. The question of including the 
local business between Milwaukee and St. 
Paul and Minneapolis was again taken up for 
consideration, but the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
persistently refussed to allow that business 
to go into the pool or make the concession to 
have it called in if the Commissioner finds that 
it was demoralizing the through business. 
Consequently it was decided to lay the matter 
over until the question of allottments of per- 
cen had been disposed of. The latter 
question caused a highly animated discus- 
sion. The prevailing opinion was that the 
only way by which the matter could be satis- 
factorily adjusted was by submitting it to 
arbitration. All the lines except the 
Rock Island, it is learned, fin ac- 
ceded to this proposition.

4. That itis an attempt to interfere with the 
jurisdiction of the Federal courts as established 
by the Constitution. 

The case is attracting greatgattention, as it 
is the first of the kind in the United States 
where foreign companies having large in- 
vestments in real estate and other immova- 
ble property have been compelled by statute 
to domesticate themselves, willing or unwill- 
ing. The railroads claim that an exception 
should be made in their favor, as their — 
erty is not personal and movable, which could 
be taken up and carried out of the State ata 
moment’s notice.

Buffalo, New York & Philadelphia Bonds. 

New Yor, Dec. 9%.—[Special.|—Judge 
Thomas Corlett of Buffalo, Justice of the 
Supreme Court in the Eighth District, held 
court today at No. 28 William street, having 
come to this city to accommodate several 
local gentlemen who had been subpoenaed as 
witnesses in the suit to foreclose the first 
mortgage of the Buffalo, New York & Phila- 
delphia Railway, given to secure $3,000,000 
which has been on trial before. him in Buffalo 
for a month t. The foreclosure, which is 
mart of a scheme of reorganization, is ob- 
ected to by a small number of bondholders, 
including the Mutual Life-Insurance Com- 
pany of New York, which claims that it can 
prove collusion among the syndicate which 
gained control of the road and the corpora- 
tion, to apply for a receiver; also that the 
receiver has avoided the order of the court, 
which required him to file a bond 

200,000 and has filed simply 
his own bond without any sureties. 
The company charges that Edward W. Kils- 
ley obtained possession of its note secured by 
bonds belonging to the company, and within 
a few minutes swore to the complaint which 
put the company in the hands of a receiver; 
also, that by collusion default was made in 
the payment of interest on first-mortgag 
bonds, nearly all of which were held in Buf- 
falo, and that their holders were nearly all 
induced to sell them at less than their real 
value to the syndicate, who then brought the 
foreclosure suit, with a view to effecting the 
reorganization, which is opposed by the de- 
fendants. The Mutual Life-Insurance Com- 
pany holds $100,000 of the bonds, and opposes 
the guit to ascertain whether there is any se- 
curity in a first-mortgage bond. Five wit- 
nesses were examined today. 


Changes in Manitoba Management.

The position, 
however, was not one to Mr. Hiland’s liking, 
and was accordingly declined by him. 


Sale of St. Louis & Chicago Denied. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Dec. 9.—[{Special.]—D. L. 
Wing, the President of the St. Louis & Chi- 
cago Railroad, has information this evening 
denying the saleof the road. Mr. Hollins, 
who controls the road, says the official an- 
nouncement will be made immediately that 
Wing is made President of the entire line of 
the St. Louis & Chicago extension from St. 
Louis to Springfield and of the Chicago & St. 
Louis from Chicago to Peoria. The 
portion of line now under construc- 
tion between Springfield and Litchfield 
will be finished ‘fore the end of 
the month.

INSISTING ON ITS RIGHTS. 


The Pennsylvania Company Will Glaim 
Everything Due It—That Ordinance. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company yes- 
terday addressed a communication to Com- 
missioner Purdy in regard to the past prac- 
tices of the city in dumping snow during the 
winter season into the river at Madison 
street. It was claimed that the snow thus 
dumped into the river contained dirt enough 
to fill up the channel to such an extent that 
vessels consigned to the company’s docks 
were unable to reach a landing. As a result 
of the failure of the Stew avenue ordi- 
nance it was claimed that the company had 
decided to insist on all the rights which it 
was entitled to from the city, and Superin- 
tendent C. D. Law yesterday wrote the city 
as follows: 

Some time ago I called the attention of your 
department to the fact that for the last two years 
the employés of the city have dumped into the 
river along our docks street cleanings and snow 
during the winter time. I desire to say to you 
now that we want this thing stop and will 
not permit it to be done any more. lease have 
the employés of the street department instructed 
— v. 


Commissioner Purdy says this will prevent 
the city from dumping any snow into the 
river at this point, as the railroad company 
has the legal right to prevent its being done 
in the future. 

The officials of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company who were expected to arrive in the 
city yesterday did not materialize, and conse- 

uently no conference took place between 
them and Mayor Harrison on the important 
subject. The Mayor says the only informa- 
tion he has on the subject he derived from F. 
H. Winston Jr., the attorney of the road,who 
stated to him that the company would not only 
not accept the present ordinance, but woul 
absolutely relinguish alj efforts to deal with 
the city either in regard to the Stewart 
avenue project or the contemplated erection 
of abridge at Jackson street. The Mayor 
has not yet cooled down from his indignation 
of Monday evening, but is inclined to the 
opinion that the Aldermen will reconsider 
their determination and pass such an ordi- 
nance as Will meet the views of the company, 
facilitate the building of a bridge at Jackson 
street, and at the same time placate the oppo- 
sition of the protesting property-owners on 
Stewart avenue. 


EXPERIENCE OF A K. OF L. 


The Effect of Union Orders on Steady, Capa- 
ble Mechanics. 

Curoaco, Dec. 9.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
—However much inconvenience trade unions 
may be to capitalists and society in general, 
by far the greater suffering is borne by the 
quiet, capable mechanic and his family. 
Throughout an experience of fifteen years, in 
nearly all the important cities and towns east 
of the Mississippi, the same ignorant domina- 


tion has been found to exist. Some of the 
cases of individual suffering and death from 
the persecution by trades unions have come 
to the knowledge of the public, but the in- 
stances are rare. The int sought to be 
established here is not that persecution oc- 
curs, but that the crusade is carried on by 
the most méagre minority. In a factory ofa 
hundred men, six persons or even less can 
easily control all the workmen. “Ned’’ Me- 
Greal, an ex-convict from the Albany (N. Y.) 
Penitentiary, and who died two years ago in 
a St. Louis hospital, found * —— jd

Thus through intimi- 
dation and fraud the steady, competent 
worker is induced to join these “‘ unions” 
and innocen becomes a part of the great 
machine which is used to inflict pain upon so 
very many persons. Amongst sober, indus- 
trious workmen it is a truism that a skillful 
mechanic needs no protection. 

Outside of these respectable trade toilers 
no one is so fully aware of the cause of 
poverty,” as Henry George would put it, as 
those workmen themselves; they know the 
cause is not monopoly, not prison labor, not 
Chinese tion, not excessive taxation 
nor of those things in the category of 

litical ills which are said to affect the con- 

itions of the poor to such an alarming ex- 
tent. These mechanics know, from intimate 
association in the shop and elsewhere, that 
the pain of want comes from the excessive 
use of whisky and beer. Let them use liquor 
immoderately if they will, but the individual 
should shoulder his own faulte and not put 
them upon innocent people. Reform should 
begin at home. F. P. B.

NEW AND OLD CHICAGO. 


How the Settlement Looked Fifty-two Years 
Ago—Mr. Ackley’s Experience. 
Benjamin Ackley, the well-known coal and 
wood merchant, who has been absent from 
the city for three months on à visit to the 
scenes of his early youth around Cleveland, 
O., returned to Chicago yesterday morning in 
the propeller Comrade, L..W. Young of Port 
Huron, master. The Comrade leaded with 
coal at Ashtabula Nov. 27, and took in tow 
two large vessels named the Richard Wins- 
low and the Charles Wall. They encountered 
a heavy gale from the northwest on Lake 
Huron, and had to lie forty eight hours under 
Mackinaw.

He found no harbor or 
navigable river then, but had to anchor in the 
lake and discharge the cargo by means of 
r The Henry Norton’s cargo consist- 
of provisions, groceries, salt, and other 
s for the lake settlement, and as soon as 
these were unloaded the ship took in ballast 
and returned to Buffalo. Chicago was then 
little more than a rude e with from 500 
to 1,000 inhabitants, and . Ackley might 
then have bought a whole farm, which would 
now have been valuable real estate in the 
heart of the city, for from $1.50 to $2 an acre. 
Mr. Ackley did not then foresee the destiny 
of Chicago, so he returned to Cleveland after 
a few more voy and remained there till 
1854, when he settled permanently in Chicago.

Back of him are his responsible 
principals—certain life-insurance companies 
who dread exposure of their corrupt, dishonest 
practices in dealing with policyholders. | 

Collection agencies, genéral and special; have 
become well as legitimate means for 
protecting honest creditors, traders, and others 
against the schemes of fraudulent debtors. They

er has nothing to 
fear from them. 


The promoters of this agency conceived the 
lan of making life-insurance claims a specialty. 
o other branch of business is so little ander- 
stood by the majority of those who become in- 
teres in it. Consequently in no other branch 
is there so much need of sound advice from those 
who have given the subject a thorowgh, careful 
study. The holder of a lapsed policy, or of one 
which he proposes to surrender, generally set- 
tles with the company on its own terms, accept- 
ing without inquiry whatever is offered, in utter 
rance of the real value, knowing nothing of 
e rules for computing its value, and feeling be- 
sides that a contest with a rich, powerful corpo- 
ration would be hopeless. It is a matter of 
knowledge with us that some of these compa- 
nies do not hesitate to take all the advantage 
they can of the ignorance and timidity of their 
policyholders. 
These faets demonstrate the right of euch an 


agency a8 ours to be. Its object is to supply its 
policy-nolders, the aid of the best actuarial 
— eo and ability. full informatiin as to the 
value of their policies and to assist them, for a 
moderate compensation, in the collection of their 
just claims. course, such an ney, to be 
successful, must deserve the confidence of the 
community by the strictest integrity towards its 
clients. I t confidence can be undermined 
by such attacks through the 11 its use- 
fulness will be destroyed. In making these at- 
tacks their author and his backers have shown 
the uliar wisdom of the serpent.

the company with his insinuations, he was re- 
quested to proffer his charges against the man- 
ager openly in the presence of that gentleman 
and the Board of Directors, so that those charges 
might receive a full investigation. This would 
have been the fair and manly course. He declin- 
ed, and, instead, resorted to the newspapers with 
his anonymous squibs. If the manager is incom-

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FACTS REGARDING COFFEE 


WHERE IT GROWS AND WHO USE 
MOST OF IT, 


— 


It Is a Native of Abyssinia, and First Came 
Into Use In the Fifteenth Century—The 
Finest-Flavored Coffee—Advances in the 
Art of Preparing the Delicious Bever- 
age for the Table—Its Use Common in 
All Civilized Countries—lts Production 
and Consumption. 

Philadelphia Times: Coffee, which with tea 
and cocoa contests for the supremacy of the 
civilized world as a domestic beverage and 
the chemical virtues of which are practically 
the same as those of its two rivals, appears to 
be making decided headway judged by its 
constantly increasing popularity. This is to 
be accounted for partly from the steady in- 
crease in its production and consequent 
cheapness from this cause. It is to be pre- 


sumed, however, that the chief reason 
for .its increasing popularity is the 
ection that has been attained 
after cites began to 84 For yA years 
after coffee to a verage 
the householder 122 n the green 
state, roasted or burnt it more properly in the 
old-fashioned frying or dripping pan, an 
either pounded it in a mortar or ground it in 
ahand-mill. This involved hard work, tried 
tempers, and sent an aroma of scorched 
coffee all through the house, without pro- 
ducing a uniformly satisfactory drink. One 
housewife roasted it too little and another too 
much, while in still other households no two 
roastings would bealike. There was no means 
of determining when the process of roasting 
had reached the stage of greatest perfection 
and the general result was haphazard an 
without any tixed standard. ithin the last 
twenty years, however, leading coffee-dealers 
have employed chemista and reduced the 
process of roasting to an exact science. The 
coffee is now sold either in bulk or pound 
packages all ready for the mill, and the re- 
tail grocer gen does the grinding, so 
that all the housewife has todo is to study 
the art of preparing the deliciously-aromatic 
bever or the table. All the guesswork, 
burnt fingers, scorched faces, tried tempers, 
and tired arms attendant on the old process 
of roasting and grinding are done away with. 
From this, more than any other cause, the 
use of coffee is constantly on thé increase. 

Coffee, which is a native of Abyssinia and 
other equatorial districts in Africa, first 
came into public notice in the fifteenth cent- 
ury. The earliest written accounts of its use 
are by Arabian writers of that period. In 
the City of Aden it became in the latter part 
of that century avery popular drink, first 
with lawyers and other studious persons 
whose occupations made wakefulness desir- 
able, and soon after with all classes, From 
here its use extended gradually to the cities 
on the eastern shores of the Mediterranean 
and thence into Europe. It was publicly 
sold in Constantinople in 154 and reach 
Venice, the great trade mart of Europe, in 
1615. Burton, in his Anatomy of Melan- 
choly“ (1621), is supposed to be the first 
European writer to mention it. “The 
Turks,” he says, “have a drink 
called coffee (for they use no wine), 
so named of a berry as black as soot 
and as bitter, which they sip up as warm as 
they can suffer, because they find by experi- 
ence that that kind of drink so used helpeth 
——— and procureth alacrity,”’ The first 
coffee-house was opened in London in 1652 by 
the Greek servant of a Turkey merchant, a 
2 the name of Jacob 232 one 
at Oxford the year previous. By the end of 
the century the English consumption of cof- 
fee had reached 100 tons. The t cultiva- 
tion of coffee began -in the Province of 
Yemen, Arabia, from which the little real 
Mocha coffee that finds its way to market at 
the present day isderived. The Dutch trans- 
planted it from Arabia to Java, about the 
— 1680, from which its culture soon ex- 

nded through the entire East Indies. It 
was from some plants sent from Java to 
Amsterdam about 1712 that the seed was pro- 
cured from which the entire West Indian and 
South American product, which now amounts 
to four-fifths of all the coffee grown in the 
world, originated. 

The finest-flavored coffee is undoubtedly 
the Mocha, grown in Yemen, Arabia. The 
Mocha berry is small, round, and of a dark- 
brown color, the richness of the color arising 
from its being allowed to remain on the trees 
until so ripe t it can be shaken off. There 
is very little, if any, of this delicious coffee 
that ever reaches the English or American 
markets, the entire crop of the district of 
Yemen being consumed east and southward 
of Constantinople. The ordinary Mocha 
coffee of commerce is the selected berries of 
the Java and Brazil product, which resem- 
ble the Mocha in size and shape, the higher 
price which it commands paying for the 
trouble of picking it out from the mass of 
ordinary berries. In flavor it is really no 
better than the ordinary eoffees from which 
it is selected. Java coffee stands next on the 
list in point of flayor, and as the Java prod- 
uct is considerable and the size and color of 
the ies show a marked difference from 
the American coffees, there is no great dan- 
ger of an ordinarily good judge of coffee be- 
ing cheated in this article. The berry is larger 
than that of the American coffees and of a 
color varying from pale yellow to brown, 
while the smaller berry of the Rio coffee has 
a bluish or gray tinge. The Java coffee is 
chiefly expo to Holland and the United 
States, England drawing its supplies from 
Ceylon and Brazil principally. 

Ithough coffee is widelgdistributed and 
its use common in all civili countries, the 
extent to which it is consumed varies great- 
ly. The total production of coffee for the 
year 1885 was estimated by reliable authori- 
ties at 1.645, 760,000 pounds, or a trifle over 
one pound per capita for the entire popula- 
tion of the world. In China and Japan,where 
tea is the common beverage, the use of coffee 
is practically unknown, and it is probable 
that among the millions constituting the pop- 
ulation of — and Asiatic Russia the 
consumption is merely nominal. The same 
may be said of Equatorial and South- 
ern Africa, where the plant originated 
and where it now grows in its wild 
state, the natives neither knowing nor caring 
anything about its delicious qualities. This 
— 8 confines its general use to Eastern 
and Southern Europe, Har t, Arabia, Persia, 
Asia Minor, India, and America. e per 
capita consumption of Holland is the highest 
of any country, being twenty-one pounds. 
Denmark and Belgium follow next in order 
with thirteen and a half pounds. The United 
States come third in the list with a per 
capita consumption of nine and a half for 
1885 and a steady increase of about five per 
cent annually. Germany comes next 
in order, closely followed by France 
as coffee-consuming countries, while 
the coffee consumption of England 
falls below that of any of the chief European 
countries and is on the decline. This is said 
to be chiefly due to the preference for tea 
among the English middle and upper classes 
and for beer and ale among the working peo- 
ple. It is probable that English pride in sus- 
taining the tea trade, in which thé English 
people are largely engaged, has more to do 
With the light consumption. of coffee than 
anything else. : 

It will be seen by the subjoined estimates 
of the world’s crop of coffee for the present 
year that American coffee practically monop- 
lizes the trade and its cultivation in South 
and Central America is capable of indefinit 
expansion. The quantities have been re- 
duced to the equivalent of Rio bags of 160 
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Padang and other East India coffees....

License Voted Down in a Number of Massa.

Boston, Mass., Dec. 7.—Municipal elections 
were held today in nearly all the cities of 
this State. In Taunton Everett D. Godfrey, 
the citizens’ candidate, was elected Mayor by 
779 majority over Fuller, the bolters’ candi- 
date. The Board of Aldermen stands six for 
license and two for prohibition. License vote: 
Yea, 1,231; nay, 810. 

In Fall River John W. Uummings (Dem.), 
for Mayor, received 8,825 votes, against 3,564 
for Greene (Rep.), Of the Aldermen elected 
six are Republicans and three Democrats.

In Malden, Marsellus Coggan received prac- 
tically a unanimous vote, there being only 83 
scattering votes against him. «The City Gov- 
ernment is non-partisan.

In Gloucester, David I. Robinson, Repub- 
lican, received 1,131 votes; ey, Demo- 
crat, 990; and Morse, Labor, 206. The Board 
of Aldermen stands 4 Republicans and 6 Dem- 
ocrats, and the Common Council 16 Republic- 
uns and 8 Democrats. License vote—Nay, 
1,189; yea, 941. 

In Fitchburg, Frederick Fosdick, the tem- 
perance candidate, was elected Mayor, receiv- 
ing 1,184 votes. Culley, citizens’ license candi- 
date, received 1,083. Of the six Aldermen 
elected four were on the temperance ticket. 
The license vote is—Nay, 1,123; yea, 984. 

Elisha B. Maynard, Democrat, is elected 
Mayor of Springfield by 3338 ority over Ed- 
win D. Metcalf, Republican, the present in- 
cumbent. All the Aldermen elected are Re- 
publicans, with one exception, Of the eight- 
een Councilmen the Democrats elect seven, a 
gain of five. The city votes “ no license” by 
a majority of 130. women were elected 
to the School Board. 

In Holyoke Dr. James J. O'Connor, Repub- 
lican, is reélected Mayor over James E. Dela- 
ney, Democrat, by a majority of twenty-eight. 
Four Democratic and three Republican Al- 
dermen were elected. License was favored 
by a vote of 1,557 to S51. 

New Beprorp, Mass. Dec. 7.—It was a day 
of rain and sleet falling on the soft snow of 
Sunday, and the elements re pee against 
a large vote. Rotch received votes, Soule 
1,891, and Taber 194. Five of the six Alder- 
men and sixteen of the twenty-four Council- 
men were elected on the Rotch ticket. The 
city voted on local option st issuing li- 
censes—yeas 1,946, nays 2,127. It is four years 
since the license question went this way last. 


The Labor Ticket Badly Beaten in New 
Haven. ae 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 7.—At the city 
and town elections today Samuel A. York 
(Dem.) was elected Mayor by 4,598 votes, to 
4,020 for Trowbridge (Rep.), and 1, 100 for 
Lynch (Labor). Shanley (Dem.), for City 
Clerk, defeats Willett (Rep.) by 200 plurali- 
ty. The labor vote will average about 1,000, 
Balter, for City Clerk, getting 1,202, the high- 
est vote polled by any candidate on his ticket. 
The Board of Aldermen will probably be 
tied, and the Democrats will have a majority 
of fivein the Common Council. Before the 
election the Knights talked boastfully of car- 
rying the day, but they made a sorry display 
of votes at the polls.

Siberia asa Penal Colony. 

London Times, Some statistics recently pub 
lished by the Russian Goveriiment have raised 
doubts even in official circles as to the expedi- 
ency ot maintaining Siberia as a penal colony. 
It appears from these statistics that tae number 
of convicts and exiles sent to Siberia from Russia 
itself between the years 1754 and 1884 was little 
short of 1,000,000, the exiles alone numbering 750, 
000. From 1823 to 18% the number of persons 
exiled was 98,725; from 18538 to 1862, 101,238: 
and from 1868 to 1873, 146,880. The condition of 
the exiles is very bad, and, as their sole aim is to 
get back to Russia, the number of those who get 
away is very large, amounting during the last 
twenty years to A per cent of the total number 
of exiles. In 1877 it was offiicially stated that in 
the Government of Tomsk, out of the 28,828 exiles, 
9,726, or more than a third, had fled. So, in the 
Government of Tobolsk, out of the 51,122 exiles 


who had been sent there, only 34,298 were actually 
resident there in 1875. ost of the exiles 
are in the prime of lite, and this ren- 
ders it all the more difficult for them to 
accommodate themselves to a fresh mode of 
life. Women form but a fifth of the whole num- 
ber of exiles, and, as mostof them are over 40, 
there is very little chanceof their marrying; 
while, forthe matter of that, marriage is forbid- 
den during the first five years of exile. More- 
over, there is little encouragement given the 
exiles to settle down into good colonists, as the 
natives take every possible advantage of them, 
and the relations between the two divisions of 
the population are very unfriendly. According 
to the official statistics two-thirds of the crimes 
in Siberia are committed by exiles, and this fact 
seems to have struck the Government at St. 
Petersburg. and to have been one of the motives 
which have led to the formation of a special com- 
mittee to inquire into the whole subject.

WRAPS FOR MIDWINTER. 
COSTLY LONG OLOAKS TO KEEP OUT 
THE ICY AIR. 


Garments Adapted to Prevent the Too Fa- 
miliar Approach of Jack Frost—Coats 


for General Service—Opera and Evening 
Wraps in Various Materials—Graceful 
Little Affairs in Silk Plush, in Garnet, 
Blue, Old Gold, and Bronze. 

Philadelphia Times: For the season of cold 
north winds, ice, and snow, long cloaks are 
certainly most comfortable if not so conven- 
dent as some of the medium-length and 
short wraps nowin favor. The late-style 
garments, reaching to the lower edge of 
dress skirt, are in sundry and various shapes; 
but, to be candid, they look very nearly alike. 
However, the experienced observer can at 
once detect the pointsof difference in the 
front, which may or may not be exactly fitted 
to the form, or in the sleeves, which are 
either coat-shape or in the now popular visite 
style. 

All such outside coverings, which are lined 
throughout with quilted lining in silk or satin, 
— known by the family name as cloaks, the 

ng-coats, paletots, newmarkets, and Bristol 
mantels being distinctive terms. The long 
mantels are full length skirt, but the sleeves 
are age * —＋ in visite style, and often 
are in shape of the sleeve portion of the reg- 
lar dotman 1 mantles.

A very elegant long cloak in silk plush has 
sleeve-seams, side-skirt seams, and other 
parts of the garment outlined and ornament- 
ed with very rich decorations in gold and 
brown-bead passementerie, supplemented by 
bands of fur on skirt in back and bordering 
the edges of the entire wrap. 

Quite as handsome is a paletot—that is, a 
fitted cloak of black velvet—with skirt full- 
ness shirred between rolls of velvet in centre 
back, the fitted sides and front in waist and 
skirt being without division at belt-line. A 
very elegant decorative finish consists of 
richly-jet passementerie completely cover- 
ing back waist, and front, and sides of skirt

Most artistic effect is created in many of 
the new mantles by adapting the draperies 
und sleeves seen in old pictures to the prevail- 
ing styles, and then, too, the variety in trim- 
ming will change the appearance in garments 
which are shaped alike. A curious finish isa 
bordering of marabout in the odd shades of 
moss, and another novelty is a fur which 
shows all the different gray tones of the chin- 
chille in a closer and shorter baired fur.
